PRELIMINARY INFORMATION

Subject: Rotational Clicking Noise from Rear of Vehicle

Models: 2014 Chevrolet Corvette
Condition/Concern
Some customers may comment on a rotational clicking noise, especially at lower speeds. The click may be heard at
every wheel revolution.
This may be caused by a lack of lubrication at the rear wheel drive shaft interface with the outer bearing.

Recommendation/Instructions
Technicians should clean the rear wheel drive shaft surface and apply a thin layer of anti-seize lubricant to the area
shown below. The complete drive shaft does not need to be removed from the vehicle – only remove the knuckle
side of the drive shaft to gain access to the drive shaft surface. The drive shaft nut must be replaced when
performing this repair. Refer to Rear Wheel Drive Shaft Replacement in SI.
